“(ill) Licences will not be valid for import 
of gold watch cases. Licences will 
not also be valid for import of other 
watch cases whose c.i.f. mice is less 
than Rs. 50 per dozen. The import 
of parts of such watch cases except 
glass will not be permitted."
